league, The Big 12 also honors one male and female student-athlete each year 
as Big 12 Sportsperson of the Year. 

lhe level playing field for participants in all Big 12 sports also figures into 
competitive equity. This does not deny the potential for national tcam 
champions in any sport but secks to provide an avenue in which up-and-coming 
student-athletes can display their top individual talents within the framework 
of conference and NCAA sport guidelines. 

Big 12 schools and the conference office seck to provide national-class 
facilities for all levels of league championships, postseason tournaments and 
NCAA venues. They utilize Big 12 campus sites as well as buildings such as 
Kansas City’s Kemper Arena, Arrowhead Stadium and Municipal Auditorium, 
Houston's Reliant Stadium, San Antonio's Alamodome, St. Louis’ Edward 
Jones Dome, Irving's Texas Stadium, Oklahoma City’s SBC Bricktown 
Ballpark. The Ballpark in Arlington, Dallas’ American Airlines Center and 
Reunion Arena, among others. 

Not only has the Big 12 fostered a spirit of convivialiry and excitement with 
newfound rivalries. but the conference organization has given rise to several 
related, cooperative ventures with Big 12 cities, libraries, campus security 
organizations, chambers of commerce, tourism/visitors bureaus. information 
exchanges, sports medicine associations and campus public information offices, 
among others. 

The solid athletic traditions at the 12 schools are evident as student-athletes/ 
alumni have claimed more than 900 NCAA crowns and aver 170 national ream 
championships before the 2003-04 academic year. Commissioner Weiberg, 
acting in accord with the Big 12 Board of Directors, first contracted most major 
championship sites and dates through the 2004-05 academic year in 1999.

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Former Head Coach Terry Pettit built the Nebraska volleyball program 
brick by brick for 23 seasons. While the Husker helm is now manned 
by Head Coach John Cook, Nebraska's tradition of excellence has continued 
to reach new heights with the help of one of the greatest home-court advantages 
in collegiate volleyball, the Nebraska Coliseum. 

During the Pertit/Cook era, the Huskers have qualified for 21 consecutive 
NCAA Tournaments on the NU Coliseum floor. Cook credited the NU 
Coliscum crowd with willing the Huskers to a come-from-behind. 3-2 win 
over South Carolina in the 2000 NCAA second round. During his tenure. 
Pettit was always quick to point out that part of Nebraska's solid foundation 
came from fantastic facilities, specifically its home court in the 4,030-seat 
Nebraska Coliseum. 

“Winston Churchill said “in the beginning, we build buildings. In the end, 
we are shaped by the buildings we live in” 1 think the Coliseum shapes 
Nebraska volleyball,” Pettit said, “It’s an environment that creates intimacy. 
It’s a classic structure and in a lot of ways reflects what the Nebraska program 
is all about.” 

Phe Coliseum, which sits nestled on the University campus, is a beautiful 
display of architecture highlighted by its powerful Roman columns gracing 
the front steps. But while it’s beauty is appreciated by Husker players. coaches 
and fans, it is one of the most-dreaded places for opponents to play in the 
sport of volleyball, and arguably one of the toughest places to play in college 
athletics. 

Nebraska volleyball has had unmatched success in the confines of the cozy 
Coliseum, posting 12 undefeated seasons and compiling an all-time record of 
395-25 under its root, During the 1990s, Nebraska posted a record of 142- 
6 in the Coliscum. 

While these numbers are impressive, the Big 12 and former Big Fight 


members managed even fewer wins. That's because Nebraska doesn't lose to

During the 2000 season, fans 
set an NCAA regular-season attendance mark of 12,504 for a match against 
Colorado in the Bob Devaney Sports Center. Nebraska has averaged more

than 3,000 fans for 10 of the past 12 seasons. 

The Coliscum’s roots go back to the 1920s when it was the home for the 
Husker basketball ream. NU’s cagers played on its hardwood floors from 
1926 to 1977, when the construction on the Bob Devancy Sports Center was 
completed. 

Since then, the volleyball team has been its lone tenant. In 1991, the 
Huskers had a one-year hiatus from the Coliseum while the building was 
being renovated and tailored for volleyball. The renovation provided a more 
comfortable atmosphere for players, coaches and fans. Among the additions 
were a new sound system, scoreboard, overhead lights and a new floor. Offices 
for coaches and administrators, as well as a conference/media room, were 
constructed for a better working environment. In 1997, the Husker locker 
room and ready room underwent a complete facelift, Then, before the 2001 
season, HuskerVision replay screens and Daktronics statistics boards were 


added at both ends of the court.

Compliance Guidelines for 





Boosters 





The University of Nebraska Athletic Department takes great pride in abiding by the National Collegiate Athletic Association (NCAA) and the Big 12 Conference rules 
and guidelines thar govern Division | competition. For the benefit of the many alumni, fans and booster club members who are so active in supporting and assisting the 
Huskers throughout the year, we would like to remind everyone of a few definitions and rules that apply to all athletic representatives and boosters. 


NCAA Principles 
Institutional Control 


Ic is the responsibility of the University of Nebraska to control its intercollegiate 
athletic program in compliance with the rules and regulations of the NCAA. 

The University of Nebraska's responsibility for the conduct of its program includes 
responsibility for the actions of its staff members and for the actions of any other 
individual, booster or organization engaged in activities promoting the athletic 
interests of the institution, 

Compliance 

The University of Nebraska must monitor its program to assure compliance and 
to identify and report to the NCAA instances in which compliance has not been 
achieved. An institution found to have violated NCAA rules is subject to disciplinary 
and corrective actions as determined by the NCAA. 


NCAA Definitions 
Athletic Representative/ Booster 


You are considered to be a University of Nebraska athletic representative if you: 

> Are a present or past member of a University of Nebraska booster cub or agency 
that promotes the Huskers’ intercollegiate athletic program: 

> Have made financial contributions to the athletic department or toanathlericbooster 
organization of the University of Nebraska; 

> Are, or have been, providing benefits (c.g, summer jobs, meals, etc.) to enrolled 
student-athletes, their family members or friends; 

> Are, or have been involved in any manner of promoting the University of Nebraska 
intercollegiate athletic program.

Prospective Sudent-Athlete 

A prospective student-athlete isa student who has started classes forthe ninth grade 
or above, including students in prep schools and junior colleges as well as students 
who have officially withdrawn from a four-year institution and plan to transfer to 
another institution. In addition, a student who has not started classes for the ninth 
grade becomesa prospective student-athlete if the institution ora booster provides the 
individual or the individual's relatives or friends with any financial assistance or 
benetits chat the institution does not provide to prospective students in general. A 
good rule of thumb is to treat ALL STUDENTS as prospects. 
Student-Athlete 

Astudent-athlete isa student whose enrollment was solicited by a member of the 
athletic staff or other representative of athletic interests with a view toward thestudent's 
ultimate participation in the intercollegiate athletic program. 
Contact 

Acontactisany face-to-face encounter between a prospect, or the prospect's parent 
or legal guardian, and an institutional staff member or athletic representative during 
which any dialogue occurs. 
Recruiting 

Recruiting is any solicitation of a prospect or a prospect's family member (or 
guardian) by an institutional staff member or by athletic representative of the 
institution, for the purpose of securing the prospect's enrollment and ultimate 
participation in the institution's intercollegiate athletic program. 











Guidelines and Reminders for Boosters 


> A booster may not contact the prospect, prospect's coach, principal or counselor 
in an attempt to evaluate or recruit the prospect. 

>A booster may not expend funds to entertain or provide transportation for a 
prospective student-athlete, family members or friends, 

> Abooster may not become directly or indirectly involved in making arrangements 
for a prospect, or the prospect's relative or friends to receive money or financial aid 
of any kind, 

> A booster may not contact a prospective student-athlete through letter writing, 
telephone calling or other forms of communication. 


However, here are a few ways that a Husker booster may be involved: 


> Do discuss summer employment opportunities with a prospect after he/she has 





signed a National Letter of Intent with the University of Nebraska, 

> Do attend high school athletic events without contacting prospective student- 
athletes. 

> Do continue existing friendships with families and friends of prospective student- 
athletes. 

> Do send recommendation letters, newspaper clippings or similar information 
about prospective student-athletes to Husker coaches. 


Extra Benefit Guidelines and Reminders for Boosters 
Extra Benefir 

An extra benefit is any special arrangement by an institutional employee or an 
athletic representative to provide a student-athlete or the student-athlete’s relative or 





friend a benefit not expressly authorized by NCAA legislation. 
Boosters may not provideany special arrangement considered to be an extra benefit 
by NCAA definition. Examples of extra benefits include bur are not limited to: 
> Providing cash or loans of any amoung 
> Signing or co-signing for a loan or other forms of financial assistance; 
> Providing the use of a telephone to make local or long distance calls; 
> Transporting a student-athlete or providing the use ofa vehicle: 
> Providing tree or reduced rent housing: 
> Giving gifts of any kind (i.¢. birthday, Christmas. Valentine's Day); 
> Promising a student-athlete postgraduate education or employment; 
» Olffcring free services (i.e. clothing, airline tickets, laundry, car repair, haircuts, 
restaurant meals); 
> Providing payment to a student-athlete fora booster dub speaking engagement; 
> Providing employment for relatives or friends. 


Here are a few ways that a Husker booster may help: 

> Do invite a student-athlete to participate in non-profit. charitable or educational 
events, 

> Do invite a student-athlete into your home for an occasional meal. 

> Do contact the NU Athictic Compliance Office for approval prior to a student- 
athlete engaging in outside speaking or promotional activities. 

> Do pay astudent-athlete the commensurate rate foractual and legitimateemployment.

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The Cornhusker Legend 

Before 1900, Nebraska football teams were known 
by such names as the Old Gold Knights, Antelopes, 
Rattlesnake Boys and the Bugeaters. In its first nwo 
seasons (1890-91), Nebraska competed as the Old 
Gold Knights, but beginning in 1892, Nebraska 
adopted Scarlet and Cream as its colors and accepted 
the Bugeaters as its most popular nickname until the 
turn of the century. 

Lincoln sportswriter Charles S. (Cy) Sherman 
tired of referring to the Nebraska teams with such an 
unglamorous term as Bugeaters. lowa had from time 
to time been called the Cornhuskers, and the name 
appealed to Sherman. 

Of course, the name caught on and became a 
Nebraska byword, eventually becoming the official 
nickname for the state. 

There is no official symbol of a Cornhusker and 
various cartoonists have caricatured the mystical 
something that typifies Nebraska football — some 
winning fan approval and others arousing fan ire. 

The cartoon character, “Herbie Husker,” evolved 
out of Nebraska's trip to the 1974 Cotton Bowl in 
Dallas. Artist Dirk West of Lubbock, Texas, designed 
a Cornhusker cartoon for the Cotton Bowl press 
headquarters thatcaught theeyeofformer Husker SID 
Don Bryant. Later, West was commissioned to draw 
an original Cornhusker cartoon character thatserved 
as.a mascot for all Husker athletic teams. 

“Herbie” is the registered logo of the Comhusker 
Athletic Department, which controls itsuse. In 1994, 
the Athletic Department unveiled Lil’ Red, the 
Cornhuskers’ contemporary mascot, which now is 
commonly seen on the sideline of all Nebraska 
athletic teams. 

Nebraska continues to make improvements and 
changesat thestart of the new century, butitalso takes 
great pride in its history. Quite fittingly, "Bugeaters”

American, without a veteran go-to player and 
without the automatic confidence that goes along 
with a roster full of players who own national 
championship rings. 

The Huskers will, however, begin 2003 with a 
new setter, ar least three new starcers, and 
something to prove. 

Indeed, question marks abound as Nebraska 
enters & new era in its storied program after the 
loss of three All-Americans. NU will be without 
its three-year nucleus of setter Greichaly Cepero, 
middle blocker Amber Holmquist, outside hitter 
Laura Pilakowski and libero Lindsay Wischmeier. 
all of whom are considered among the best in school 
history at their respective positions. 

Bur NU Head Coach John Cook believes the 
young Huskers will rise to the challenge. 

“Ifyou are going to compete for the Big 12 and 
national championships,” Cook said, “you have to 
do it as a team, and that is what we've preached 
since January. 

“This year’s team is not going to lack for ability 
or enthusiasm or excitement, There is a lor of young 
talent, and there are several players who have been 
waiting in the wings for their chance to show what 
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and build confidence as a team and gain some 
experience in big matches to find that chemistry 
that is so important.” 


Outside Hitters 

The return of starters Anna Schrad and Jennifer 
Saleaumua makes outside hitter NU'S deepest and 
most experienced position. 

After playing a supporting part as the Huskers’ 
second lett side hitter during the past owo seasons, 
Schrad’s role will change. The 6-foot-2 senior will 
become Nebraska's primary outside hitter, and her 
toral attempts will increase dramatically, Schrad 
averaged 2.65 kills per game and 0.74 blocks per 
game as a junior in 2002, and Cook expects those 
numbers to rise, 

“Anna has been in a supportive role tor so long 
thar it will be exciting to see what she can do as our 
go-to player on the left side.” Cook said. “Anna has 
the tools. She is tall and strong, experienced and a 
great competitor. In big matches in the past, she 
has stepped up and delivered. She is going to have 
the opportunity to do that more often.” 

Saleaumua will likely join Schrad on the left 
side, although she started 32 matches on the right 
side last year as a freshman. Cook describes

Saleaumua as the Huskers’ top all-around player, 
lhe National City, Calif, native is the best passer 
on the team and creates opportunities for others 
with her passing and defense, Cook said. She ranked

Offensively, Saleaumua averaged 2.89 kills per 
game in 2002 and swung for a .295 hitting 
percentage. 

“Our goal is to develop a system where Jenn 
does most of the digging and passing,” Cook said. 
“The best way to do that is to move her to the left 
side, which iy her more natural position anyway. 

“Jenn is probably our most vocal leader on the 
court, Her energy and personality just allow her to 
take charge.” 

Freshman Dani Mancuso will also be in the 
mix for playing ume on the left side. Mancuso 
stands 6-2 and draws comparisons to Schrad. 
Mancuso excels in all skills, Cook said, and will 
have the opportunity to contribute as a freshman, 
The Nebraska Gatorade Player of the Year and a 
Volleyball Magazine Fab 50 recruit, Mancuso 
averaged 7.00 kills per game at Omaha Gross High 
School, 

“Dani has a great opportunity to come in and 
be our third lett side,” Cook said. “We have high 
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expectations for her.” 


Freshman Emily Schroeder, a walk-on from 
Beldon, Neb., could also provide depth on the left 
side but will probably redshirt, Cook said. 

On the right side, Nebraska will rely on 6-1 
junior Ally Rebholz and 6-1 redshirt freshman 
Kelsey Fautsch. 

Rebholz played in 31 games last season and 
averaged 1.55 kills per game and 1.33 digs per 
game. The Indianapolis native arrived in Lincoln 
two years ago as a middle blocker, and has trained 
on both the left and right sides the past nwo seasons, 

“T think with the position changes, it has taken 
some time for Ally to get to the point where she 
could play a major role,” Cook said. “She is there 
now, We need Ally to have a breakout year. She has 
been waiting patiendy for her time, and everyone 
is excited to sce what she can do.” 

The left-handed Fautsch redshirted the 2002 
season and is ready to battle for playing time, Cook 
said. 

“Kelsey has as much athletic ability as anyone 
on the team,” Cook said. “She has a chance to be 
an exceptional attacker and blocker.” 


Middle Blockers j 

Nebraska will feature a small but talented group 
of middle blockers. headlined by 6-2 sophomore 
Melissa Elmer. As a redshirt freshman in 2002, 
Elmer started 26 matches and played in all 33. 
Often overlooked, Elmer was NU’s fifth option 
offensively but ranked second in the Big 12 
Conference to Holmquist with a .381 hitting 
percentage. Elmer, who has the quickest arm swing 
on the team, averaged 2.31 kills per game. 

Defensively, Elmer also ranked second in the 
league with 1.30 blocks per game. She was second 
on the team with 28 service aces. 

“Every year since I have been here, we have had 
a dominant middle blocker,” Cook said. “Melissa 
Elmer is the next in line. We need her to develop 
into an All-America caliber middle. She has worked 
hard to put herself in a position to do that.” 

Senior Sara Westling will also have the 
opportunity to contribute heavily after limited 





action in 2002. A Lincoln Northeast graduate, 
Westling played in 17 marches and averaged 1,29 
kills per game last year. Westling’s greatest strengths 
are her court vision and “volleyball 1Q.” Cook 
said. 

“Of the great middles we've had in the program 
over the past few years, Sara is the one the setters

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most like to set to. She makes adjustments and 
hits angles. She knows the game very well.” 

Freshman Christina Houghtelling will also 
compete for playing time in the middle. A three- 
sport athlete at Cambridge High School, 
Houghtelling was also offered a basketball 
scholarship at NU and was originally considered a 
better prospect in that sport. But as a prep senior, 
Houghtelling developed rapidly into a volleyball 
player who could contribute immediately at the 
Division I level. Houghtelling tallied 434 kills and 
hit .539 her senior season. 

“Twould compare Christina's raw athletic ability 
to that of Allison Weston or Laura Pilakowski,” 
Cook said. “She doesn't have a ton of experience, 
but her athletic ability will get her on the court 


sooner than most expect.” 


Setters | 7 ; 

Nebraska is least experienced at the setter 
position. Sophomore Michelle Lynch redshirted 
asa freshman in 2001 and saw action in 21 matches 
last year as a serving specialist. The left-handed 
Lynch has a lethal jump serve and tallied 21 service 
aces in 60 games, the highest average on the team. 

Cook said Lynch sets a “hitter’s ball” and has 
the talent to become the next in a long line of great 
Husker setters. 

“Michelle will give us a much different look 
than we've had over the past three seasons,” Cook 
said. “She is more of a pure setter, but she is a great 
athlete who has an advantage at the net attacking 
because she is left-handed. 

“Michelle has worked really hard co get 
physically ready for this season. She understands 
what she needs to do.” 

Freshman Dani Busboom will back up Lynch 
and could serve as the second setter if Cook decides 
to run a 6-2 offense. 

A hiuer for most of her high school career, the 
5-11 Busboom switched to setter before her senior 
season at Freeman High School and played setter 
for the Nebraska Juniors club team. Busboom, who 
Cook called one of the most competitive players 
on the roster, has an impressive jump serve and 
broke the Nebraska state prep record with 104 
service aces in 2002 and 388 in her career. 

“Dani is going to find her way onto the court 
somehow,” Cook said. “It could be with a 6-2 in 
some situations, or it may be as defensive specialist 


or serving specialist.”

The Huskers will also have a new libero on the 
court. Senior Jenae Dowling enters the season as 
Nebraska's starter. Dowling played in 32 matches 
as a defensive and serving specialist in 2002, 
averaging 1.01 digs per game and tallying 14 service 
aces. Dowling, along with Schrad, was selected as 
a captain for the 2003 season. 

“Jenae showed as much improvement during 
the spring as anyone in the program,” Cook said. 
“She has a tremendous energy and enthusiasm for 
the game, and I think she gained a whole new level 
of confidence in her abilities during the spring.” 

Freshman Amanda McCormick, the first player 
ever recruited asa libero at Nebraska, will challenge 
Dowling for playing time. McCormick impressed 
the coaches with her ball-handling skills while 
playing for Burris Laboratory High School in 
Muncie, Ind., which is also the hometown of 
Husker assistant coach Craig Skinner. 

McCormick, the Indiana Gatorade Player of 
the Year, also competed for one of the nation’s top 
club teams, Munciana. 

“Amanda is a person who has been successful in 
just about everything she has done,” Cook said. 
“She will bring a toughness to our team and could 
play this year.”

Nebraska Coach John Cook has been amazingly 
successful during his three seasons at the helm, 
posting a 96-4 record. Cook's only losses in three 
seasons were to 2001 NCAA champion Stanford, 
2001 NCAA runner-up Long Beach State, 2002 
NCAA champion USC and 2002 NCAA semifinal 
participant Hawaii. The Huskers have played 326 
games during Cook’s tenure, winning 290 and 
losing just 36 (,890). 

Cook has never lost. a Big 12 Conference match, 
going 60-0 and winning three league titles. NU has 
dropped just 11 of the 191 conference games they 
have played over the past three seasons, good for a 
942 winning percentage. 

Cook was the AVCA Coach of the Year in 2000 
after leading Nebraska to a 34-0 season and a 
national title. He was also named the 2001 Big 12 
Coach of the Year. 


Rank and File 


Nebraska is one of two teams that have been 
ranked in the USA Today/AVCA Coaches poll for 
all 286 weeks of its existence. The Huskers have 
been ranked in the top 10 for 255 of the 286 weeks, 
which ranks second behind Stanford's 267.

Nebraska finished second in the nation in

Home-Court Advantage 

Nebraska posted a 17-1 record in the Nebraska 
Coliseum in 2002, continuing the building's 
tradition as one of the most feared places to play in 
college volleyball. Nebraska has posted 12 
undefeated scasons at home in school history, 
including six in the past nine years. 


Dominant Defense 


During Head Coach John Cook's three seasons 
at NU, the Huskers have built a reputation with 
their solid blocking and defense, and 2002 was no 
exception. The Huskers led the nation in blocks per 
game (3.83) and were tops in the Big 12 in opponent 
hitting percentage (.109). 

NU has held 15 of its 33 opponents to less than 
100 at the net, and the Huskers held 25 opponents 
to less than .150. In fact, only nwo teams managed

John Cook faced a daunting task when he was asked 
to succeed his mentor and close friend Terry Pectit as the 
head coach of the Nebraska volleyball team. After all, the 
legendary Pettit spent 23 seasons at the helm of the 
Huskers, producing a 694-148-11 overall record and 
guiding NU to 21 conference championships and six 
NCAA semifinal appearances. 

But in just three seasons as Pertit’s successor, Cook 
has already begun to create a legend of his own. Since he 
was named the Nebraska head coach on Dee. 15, 1999, 
Cook has led the Huskers to the 2000 national 
championship, ovo NCAA semifinal appearances and three 
Big 12 Conference titles. Cook has guided NU to a 96-4 
overall record and a 60-0 league mark. Cook's only losses 
in three seasons are to 2001 NCAA champion Stantord, 
2001 NCAA runner-up Long Beach State, 2002 NCAA 
champion USC and 2002 final four participant Hawaii, 
In the Big 12, NU has dropped just 11 of the 191 
conference games they have played over the past three 
seasons, good for a .942 winning percentage. 

With Cook at the helm, Nebraska has produced one 
AVCA Division | National Player of the Year, one NCAA 
Top Eight award winner, one Honda Award winner, 10 
AVCA All-Americans, one Verizon/CoSIDA Academic All- 
American of the Year, six Verizon/CoSIDA Academie All- 
Americans, two Big 12 Players of the Year and three Big 
12 Co-Players of the Year. The Huskers also combined 
for 10 All-Big 12 Conference awards and 16 academic 
All-Big, 12 certificates.

The Huskers, who became just the second 
team in NCAA history to cap an undeteated scason with 
a national title, were ranked No. | in the AVCA/USA 
‘Today Top 25 poll fora record 14 steaight weeks, Nebraska 
also broke single-season school records for wins and 
Winning percentage. 

The Nebraska players flourished under Cook, whose

Nebraska broke the school record for opponent hitting 
percentage and placed four players on the AVCA All- 
American teams, the most in a single-season in school 
history.

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the Badgers into a top-10 program during his seven- 
year career in Madison, which included back-to- 
back trips to the NCAA regional finals in 1997 and 
1998. 

In his final match at Wisconsin, Cook's Badgers 
fell to the Huskers in a three-hour, five-game battle 
in the 1998 Pacific Regional Championship in the 
Nebraska Coliseum. Wisconsin ended the season 
ranked seventh in the final USA Today/AVCA 
Coaches Poll after compiling a 30-5 overall record. 

Cook, 46, compiled a 161-73 record at the 
helm of the Badgers, including an 89-51 league 
mark in one of the nation’s toughest conferences. 
He was named the Big Ten Co-Coach and AVCA

Q: What do you enjoy most about coaching 
at Nebraska?

Q: What is your coaching philosophy?

And finally, our players are committed to 
academic excellence and becoming complete 
student-athletes. 


Q: What do you look for in a recruit? 

A: Academically we have a tradition of great 
student-athletes. Because the program's emphasis 
ison being accountable, the program attracts people

But we've also taken some people who were merely 
good students and helped them become great 
students. Overall, we're looking for good citizens.

Q When you are recruiting a potential student- 
athlete, what are Nebraska's selling points? 

A: I think the best thing for a recruit to do is 
see our team play, We play at a high level, but 
what may be most important, is how we play. It’s 
a very exciting brand of volleyball based on great 
athletes moving very quickly and transitioning very 
fast. We've always had a reputation of taking great 
athletes and training them to become exceptional 
volleyball players. We have a great tradition 
academically. We lead the nation in academic All- 
America honors and the majority of our players go 
on to graduate school. Our school's volleyball 
tradition helps in recruiting. In many cases, people 
know they were meant to be here. 


Q: How Important Is the Nebraska Coliseum 
to Husker volleyball? 

A: T have coached at Nebraska in some capacity 
for six seasons, and time and time again, I've seen 
the Coliseum will the Huskers to wins in close 
matches. I don't know if it’s the ghosts or spirits of 
the building, or maybe just the intense energy of 
the fans, but playing in the Coliseum has become 
pivotal to our success. It’s exciting for the players 
to know thar no matter who the opponent may be, 
the Huskers will play in front of a soldout crowd. 


Q: Why is this coaching staff among the 
elite staffs in the country? 

A: One of the most important points to make 
is that we have had winning experiences. Between 
Craig and myself, we've made seven Final Four 
appearances. Charlene competed on the U.S 
National Team in the Olympics and had many 
successes as their starting setter. 

I also think that as a whole, we are a young, 
enthusiastic, energetic staff that never stops trying 
to challenge and motivate the players to become 
the best they can be. Individually, Craig does an 
outstanding job coordinating our blocking and 
defense. He has to be considered one of the elite 
trainers in the country. Charlene has been a 
wonderful addition to our staff.

Skinner's greatest contribution to the Huskers’ success, 
NU Head Coach John Cook said, has been his work with 
the middle blockers. The Huskers have led the nation in 
blocks per game the past three seasons. They averaged 4.15 
in 2000, when Amber Holmquist led the nation with 1.98 
per game, and 4.18 in 2001, when Holmquist ranked 
second (1.81) and Jenny Kropp was third (1.73). 

In 2002, the Huskers produced a national-best 3.79 
blocks-per-game average. Under Skinner's direction, 


Holmquist ranked second in the country with 2.01 blocks | 


pergame. Holmquist and newcomer Melissa Elmer ranked 
seventh (,402) and 1 5th (.381), respectively, on the NCAA 
Division | hitting percentage chart. Nebraska's middle 
blockers have carned four All-America awards in the past 
three years under the guidance of Skinner, who was 
promoted to head assistant coach in February 2003. 

“Craig continues to set a new standard for training 
middle blockers, and I believe he is the best teacher for that 
position in the country,” Cook said. “He has gained a great 
deal of respect nationally after helping our middle blockers 
produce four All-America awards in the last three years. | 
don’t think there is another program out there that comes 
close to that.” 

In addition to training the middle blockers, Skinner 
coordinates all recruiting for Nebraska and serves as the 
director of the Huskers’ prestigious summer camps.

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“Today I make a pledge to you. 
With your united support behind this 
program-1.7 million and morc playing 
as one, those who want to take on the 
Huskers better bring their A games.” 
Nebraska Athletic Director Steve 
Pederson has been sounding the rallying 
cry across the state since Dec. 20, 
2002, when Chancellor Harvey 
Perlman named Pederson as the 
University’s 12th athletic director and 
just the third since 1967. 

Perlman said Pederson and Nebraska were “a perfect match” and indeed 
they are. 

“Everyone in this country knows two things,” Pederson said on the Husker 
Nation Tour in June. “One, the football team is a winner, and wo, that Husker 
fans are the best in the nation. ‘Those two things go hand in hand. Together, 
we can accomplish anything we set our minds to, because this is Nebraska.” 

Inhis first six months, Pederson has streamlined the athletic staffand budget, 


and lowered ticket prices. He has declared the 2003-04 season the “Year of 
the Fan,” and has made it clear that preserving the tradition and quality of 


Nebraska's football program and legendary fan base, is crucial to the success 
of the department, 

Pederson has hit the ground running and in addition to the Husker Nation 
Tour, where football coaches, players and staff blanketed the state in one day, 
Pederson has made many stops on his own. ‘The first game in 2003 will mark 
the largest Husker football player reunion, as more than 1,000 letterwinners 
have been invited to take part in the Husker Nation Celebration. To make 
tickets more accessible to the average Husker fan, Pederson has made both 
season and single-game tickets available in an online pool. He hired Executive 
Associate Athletic Director Marc Boehm from Pittsburgh to integrate the 
Husker marketing, development, sponsorship, advertising and ticket operations 
and to focus on basketball. Pederson has rolled up his sleeves and gone to work 
to make things better in cach and every Husker venue for fans. 

In his first month on the job, Pederson wrote a detailed letter to every 
football season ticket holder, asking for their input on how the athletic 
department could improve. Pederson didn’t restrict fans on their comments 
nor has he limited his responses. Pederson didn't stop at lowering ticket prices, 
he has addressed a wide variety of issues, such as fan amenities and necessities 
as well as game atmosphere. He has made a detailed list and is intent on crossing 
off every item. The Husker staff has added plastic covers on seats, adjusted 
speakers, painted, decorated, washed windows and remodeled bathrooms. 
Pederson has even put the official ream mascot on a training regimen. Herbie 
Husker went to summer conditioning and will be new and improved yet very 
familiar, when he makes his debut on Aug. 30. The Husker Nation Pavilion, 
a free fan fest just north of the stadium on the Ed Weir track, will also debut 
this fall. 

“Our athletic staff will work harder than anyone else in college athletics to 
achieve the high goals that we set.” Pederson said. “And every day our coaches, 
staff and student-athletes will operate with the three established Nebraska 
values in mind. We will strive for the success that our Tradition has established: 
we will maximize Teamwork on every level to establish our goals; and we will 
operate with utmost /ntegrity.” 

Although Pederson has been back home less than seven months, his staff has 
already turned it up a notch. In the span of six weeks, NU successfully hosted 
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Steve Pederson

five NCAA events, including the 2003 NCAA Women’s Gymnastics National 
Championships, and baseball, softball and women’s golf regionals, along with 
the first-ever outdoor track and field regional. 

Nebraska’s teams have responded to Pederson’s energy and enthusiasm with 
great success. Thirteen of Nebraska's 23 varsity sports finished among the top 
25, including men’s and women’s track and field, women’s golf, women’s 
gymnastics, baseball and softball this past semester. 

Husker fans have welcomed home the 45-year old Nebraska native with 
open arms. ‘The Husker Nation Tour was a huge success as fans in 15 cities 
had opportunities to personally meet the staff and coaches; fans have enjoyed 
the straight-forward answers Pederson has provided on his weekly radio show; 
and response from former Huskers who are calling from all parts of the country 
to RSVP for the first Husker Nation Celebration has more-than-exceeded 
expectations, 

A firm believer in the philosophy that hard work pays off, Pederson was given 
his first chance at leading a Division I program when he was selected as athletic 
director at the University of Pittsburgh in 1996. A young and relatively 
unknown commodity, in just six years, Pederson put the Panthers back on the 
map. 

Pederson is credited with turning around the University of Pittsburgh 
athletic program and the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette dubbed Pittsburgh 
“Comeback U.” As a result of his hard work and contagious leadership style, 
Pederson was named the recipient of the 2002 General Robert R. Neyland 
Athletic Director Award, annually presented by the All-American Football 
Foundation for outstanding administrative achievement. 

Pederson operates at a fast pace with a relentless dedication that revitalized 
Pittsburgh into one of the fastest-growing programs in the country. Now 
Pederson brings that same enthusiasm back to Nebraska. 

A leader of drive and initiative, Pederson’s goal is to plan for long-term 
success. In addition to establishing a contagious winning attitude, he helped

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construct several new facilities at Pittsburgh. 

Pederson helped shape the vision of the Petersen Events Center, a state-of 
the-art convocation center that provided Pittsburgh with one of the finest 
college basketball arenas in the country as well as new recreational facilities for 
students. Because of Pederson’s efforts, the Panther football team was blessed 
with the Duratz Athletic Complex and UPMC Sports Performance Complex, 
a practice venue that opened in 2000. In 2001, the Panthers debuted Heinz 
Field, a new facility the football team shared with the Steelers. 

Additionally, Pederson oversaw a major renovation of Fitzgerald Field 
House, giving Pittsburgh’s

During his tenure at Pitt, 
Pederson hired Big East Coach- 
of-the-Year honorees in football 
(Walt Harris), men’s basketball 
(Ben Howland) and women’s 
basketball (‘Traci Waites). No other athletic director in Big East Conference 
history can make that claim. 

Pederson said his administrative philosophy is to surround himself with 
good people. “The thing I am most proud of is that I hire great people and let 
them do their jobs. That is the only thing I would ever take credit for.” 

Harris led the football team to three straight bowl appearances winning the 
last two games, while Howland led the men’s basketball team to back-to-back 
Sweet 16 berths. With the dramatic turnaround, Howland was a consensus 
national coach of the year in 2001. Swimming and diving continued its Big East 
dominance. Baseball won 36 games, the program’s most victories in nearly a 
decade and other programs made strides up the competitive ladder. 

Pederson’s efforts always have the interests of the student-athletes in mind. 
At Nebraska, Pederson helped negotiate the first football contract with adidas 
in 1995. In 2001, he negotiated a comprehensive apparel partnership for 
Pittsburgh with Aeropostale. 
Panther Game Plan, which is aimed ata student-athlete’s academic, athletic, 


He has implemented such programs as the 


personal and professional development. 

Additionally, Pederson knows what it takes to be successful in the 
competitive athletic marketing realm. At Pittsburgh, he enlisted the talents 
of Peter Moore, one of the world’s top figures in sports marketing and image, 
to create the Pittsburgh Panther logo and color schemes. He is also 
responsible for creating the Husker Nation logo and theme in honor of 1.7 
million (and more) Husker fans. The new logo will be used exclusively on 
adidas attire and will commemorate the Year of the Fan. 

If it seems that Pederson has a passion for the Huskers, he does. In fact, 
although Pederson has lived out-of-state for 13 years while gaining valuable 
experience at three major Division | institutions, Pederson said his love of 
Nebraska has never wavered.

Mare Boehm (pronounced BAME) begins his first year with the Huskers 
after being hired in May to serve as Executive Associate Athletic Director. 
Bochm will serve as the top assistant to the athletic director and fulfill the 
director's responsibilities in his absence. 

Bochm has administrative oversight of the Husker men’s and women’s 
basketball programs and directs the efforts of the marketing, development, 
licensing and ticket offices, He also provides guidance to HuskerVision and 
NU's internet presence, Huskers.com, and assists the athletic director on 
special projects. 

The 41-year old Boehm held the same position at Pittsburgh from 1997 to 
2003. With the Panthers, Bochm helped assist in the rise of the basketball 
program, with the men’s team posting back-to-back Sweet 16 appearances in 
the NCAA Tournament. 

Boehm also played a central role in the development of the Panthers’ new 
athletic facilities. He was a principal planner for the football reams move into 
the UPMC Sports Performance Complex and Heinz Field. and played a key 
role in various aspects of the Petersen Events Center, the university's new 
basketball arena. 

Boehm served as interim athletic director at Pittsburgh for nearly five months 
before coming to Nebraska. During that time, he hired new men's and women's 
basketball and soccer head coaches for the Panther program. 

Boehm spent five years as associate executive director of the Tostitos Fiesta 
Bowl, where he was instrumental in building community and marketing 
programs. He helped pioneer the Fiesta Bowl’s move into what eventually 
evolved into the Bowl Championship Series and worked with the collegiate 
community in the operation of the game and its 40 other community events.

A 26-year veteran of the Nebraska athletic department, Joe Selig is entering 
his fifth year as senior associate athletic director. In December 2002, Selig 
served as interim athletic director at Nebraska and headed the transition until 
current NU Athletic Director Steve Pederson was hired. 

Selig is responsible for the administration of all of Nebraska's varsity sports 
except football and men's and women's basketball (20 of 23 total), He has also 
added administrative oversight to the Husker Athletic Fund this year. Selig 
assisted in the creation of the fund in 1998, which combined all of Nebraska's 
athletic booster clubs under one umbrella organization. 

For the past decade, Selig has been a key member of the senior administration 
in the area of long-term facilities master planning. The first of several 
improvement projects came with the installation of HuskerVision screens and 
a new public address system at Memorial Stadium in 1994, With Selig 
coordinating the department's fund-raising ctlorts, the $36.1 million Memorial 
Stadium improvement project was then completed in 1999 with the addition 
of skyboxes, a new press box, the East Stadium Plaza, enlarged concourses and 
expanded restroom facilities. 

Selig also played a key role in the $7.9 million Bob Devaney Sports Center 
improvement project, a part of the department's master plan that was 
completed before the 1999-2000 season. The project included HuskerVision 
screens to the Devaney Center main arena, a Husker Hall of Honor and Walk 
of Fame on the concourse and other fan amenities. 

Most recently, Selig assumed a lead role in the development of the new 
$29.53 million baseball/softball complex, which opened in the summer of 
2001. He represented the department in the contract negotiations with the 
university's partners and oversaw the fund-raising efforts. 

In the past two years, Selig played an instrumental role in the athletic

Beginning her 26th year at Nebraska, Dr. Barbara A. 
Hibner serves as associate athletic director and senior 
woman administrator. 

In addition to her responsibilities with compliance for 
the entire athletic program, Hibner has also coordinated 
and directed special events, including conference and 
NCAA events in basketball, gymnastics, softball, volleyball, 
soccer, swimming and diving and men’s and women’s 
tennis, 

Hibner supervises the publication of the student-athlete 
handbook and was the senior editor of the letterwinners 
directory, “107 Years of Letterwinners at Nebraska,” in 
1997, Hibner was also the driving force in the creation of 
the University of Nebraska's mascot, “Lil Red”, in 1994, 

Hibner was an active member of the NCAA Committee 
on Athletics Certification and served a five-year term as a 
peer reviewer. She also completed service as chairnwoman 
of the Big 12 Conference Board of Senior Woman 
Administrators in September of 1999, and currently is a 
member of the Big 12's Administrative and Television 
Committees. 

Hibner was selected to receive the Lyell Bremser Special 
Merit Award from the Nebraska Football Hall of Fame in 
2003. She was chosen as the National Association of 
Collegiate Women Athletic Administrators District VI 
Administrator ofthe Yearin 1997. The National Association 
of Collegiate Gymnastics Coaches tor Women named 
Hibner the 1998-99 Region Three Administrator of the 
Year.

Senior Jenae Dowling (pronounced ja- NAY, DOW-ling) enters 
the season as Nebraska's starting libero after seeing action the 
past two seasons as a serving and defensive specialist. Dowling & 
played in 32 matches in 2002. averaging 1.01 digs per 
game and producing 14 services aces. 
Nebraska Coach John Cook said Dowling will 
have few problems adapting to increased playing 
time at a crucial position, Cook added that , 
Dowling “showed as much improvement as 
anyone in the program” during the spring of 
2003. 
Dowling, along with classmate Anna Schrad. 
was selected as a captain for the 2003 season. 
Dowling is one of nwo players on the Nebraska 
roster who attended Northrop High School in Fort 
Wayne. Ind, The other is sophomore Melissa Elmer. 


200e: Junior Season: 

Dowling played in 76 games and 32 matches in 2002, 
She started six matches, including five as a serving specialist 
and one as the libero. 

Dowling, who averaged 1.01 digs per game, posted at 
least four digs in nine matches. At Oklahoma Oct. 16, 
she produced a season-best eight digs as the libero in the 
first start of her career at the position. Dowling matched | 
the total in just pvo games at Baylor Nov, 23. 

At Texas Nov. 9, Dowling provided a much-needed 
spark off the bench when Cook opted to have her play the 
final two games at libero. With the match tied 1-1, 
Dowling helped NU gain the momentum with several 
key defensive plays and four digs, 

Dowling ranked seventh on the team with 14 service 





aces, and she recorded at least nwo service aces in four 
matches. She tied her career high with three service aces 
against Michigan Sepr. 14. 


200!: Sophomore Season 

Dowling played in 21 matches and 40 games for 
Nebraska, competing as a defensive and serving 
specialist, She averaged 1.33 digs per game. 
Dowling posted a career-best 10 digs at Kansas 
State Oct. 1, and then tied the mark ar Texas 
A&M Oct. 14 , She recorded seven digs at 
Baylor Sept. 28, and six at Texas Tech Oct. 
20. Dowling earned her only stare of the 
season Oct, 3 against Missouri after 
producing 2.89 digs pergamein four matches 
from Sept. 25 to Oct. I. 

Dowling was one of nine Huskers who 
earned first-team academic All-Big I honors. 








2000: Freshman Season | 

Dowling was a late addition to the Husker roster as a 
recruited walk-on, and she later earned a scholarship for 
her freshman season. Dowling played in 16 matches for the 


Huskers, averaging 1.17 digs per game. She showed 
continuous improvement all season and saw extensive action 
in November, when she played in five of seven matches for 
NU. Cook credited Dowling with providing Nebraska a 
spark off the bench in NU’s NCAA first-round match against 
Princeton. Dowling posted five digs playing in the third 
game against the Tigers. 

Dowling’s best match in 2000 came against Oklahoma 
Nov. 1, when she toraled a season-best six digs. 


High School 

Dowling was a three-sport athlete at Class 4A Northrop 
High School, lettering three years in volleyball and swimming 
and four years in wack. A first-team All-Summit Athletic 
Conference pick in volleyball, Dowling led Northrop to 
three state tide appearances, including a 36-4 record as a 
senior. An outside hitter, she finished her career ranking 
fifth on the school charts with 448 carcer digs. 

In track, she was a state qualifier in the 100- and 300- 
meter hurdles and 4x400 relay asa junior and senior, keying 
Northrop toa state team tide in 1999, An all-conference 
selection, she placed as high as third in the 300 hurdles, 
fifth in the 100 hurdles and guided the team’s 4x400 relay 
team to a runner-up finish as a senior. During the regular 
scason, she set a. conference record in the 300 hurdles with 
a time of 44.7, 

Dowling was a member of two school record-setting 
relays in swimming, anchoring the 200- and 400-meter 
freestyle events. An avid weight lifter, Dowling was named 
Ms. Northrop in an annual body building contest as a 
sophomore.

2003: Outlook 

Husker Coach John Cook predicts sophomore Melissa 
Elmer will emerge in 2003 as the latest in a long line of 
dominant middle blockers at Nebraska. 

Elmer had a solid season as a redshirt freshman in 
2002 but was often overshadowed by the Huskers’ talent- 
rich senior class, She was NU’s fifth option offensively but 
ranked second in the Big 12 Conference with a.38] hitting 
percentage, Elmer, the Huskers’ top returning blocker, 
also ranked second in the league with 1.30 blocks per 
game. 

One of the team’s best servers, Elmer usually played in 
the front row and served before Cook substituted in a 
defensive specialist or libero for nwo rotations. However, 
Elmer may play all six rotations in 2003 after concentrating 


on passing during the spring. Cook said. 


2002: Freshman Season 

In her first season of collegiate volleyball, Elmer made 
a big impact on the Huskers and the Big 12. Elmer ranked 
second in the league in hitting percentage (.381) and 
blocks per game (1.30). She also averaged 2.31 kills per 
game and ranked second on the team with 28 service 
aces. 

Elmer, who was generally considered Nebraska's fifth 
option on offense during the regular season, emerged as 
NU’'s most effective offensive weapon in the NCAA 
Tournament. She tied for the ream lead with 3.50 kills 
per game against Tennessee-Martin and Arizona State in 
the first and second rounds, hitting a team-best .606, 
Elmer recorded a career-high 11 kills against ‘Tennessee- 
Martin in the first round. and she totaled 10 against the 
Sun Devils the following night, marking the first time in 
her career that she produced double figures in kills in 
back-to-back matches. 

In Nebraska's four NCAA Tournament matches, she 
averaged 3.00 kills per game while swinging at a team- 
best 415 clip. 

During the regular season, Elmer hit over .300 22 
times, and over .500 13 times, Elmer got off to a fast start 
in September, She was the only Husker who hit over .250 
against No, | USC Sepr. 2, as she posted six kills on 11 
attempts for a.545 mark, and she went on to hit .500 or 
higher in six of Nebraska's 12 marches that month. She 
hit a team-best .346 collectively against the Huskers’ 
seven ranked opponents. 

Detensively, Elmer produced at least five blocks 11 
times. She recorded a career-high nine stops against Miami 
Dec. 13 in the second round of the NCAA Tournament. 

Throughout much of September, NU Coach John 
Cook substituted Michelle Lynch or Jenae Dowling to 
serve for Elmer. But with Lynch sidelined tor the entire 
month of October, Elmer emerged as one of NU'S best 
servers, and finished the season ranked second on the 


team with 28 service aces. She had a season-high four

Nebraska’s final recruit of the carly signing period was 
Elmer, who committed to the Huskers in late September 
of 2000. 

A first-team all-state and All-Summit Athletic 
Conference selection in 2000, she led Northrop High 
School to the Indiana Class 4A finals in 1997 and 1999, As 
a senior, Elmer totaled 330 kills, 101 blocks and 149 digs 
on the season and ended her career as the school record 
holder with 267 carcer blocks.

Schrad is also Nebraska's top returning blocker on the left side, 
and Cook expects her 0.74 blocks-per-game average from a year 
ago 10 ise. 

Cook added thar Schrad, who owns a 3.913 cumulative 
grade-point average in exercise science. isone of the most “hard- 


working players on and off the court” that he has coached. 


2002: Junior Season 

Schrad was one of the Huskers’ stcadiest all-around performers, 
averaging 2.65 kills per game, 0.34 service aces per game and 2.26 
digs per game in 94 games played, She also averaged 2.93 kills per 
game against ranked opponents. 

Schrad, who started every match, was consistently effective ar the 
service line. She ranked third on the team with 27 service aces, posting 
a service ace in 15 matches. Schrad notched 12 service aces against NU’s 
ranked opponents, second most on the team. She posted a career-high 
six aces at Oklahoma Oct. 16, when she served 14 straight points in 
the first game. Schrad recorded five aces at Arizona Sept. 7.

Pilakowski was the only Husker who tallied 
double-figures in kills, as she posted 13 while adding 
10 digs. Holmquist recorded seven kills. and 
averaged 3.67 kills per game on a 404 hitting 
percentage for the tournament, 

“L thought thar we did some good things at 
umes, but USC isn't making as many errors as we 
are at this point in the season,” Cook said after the 
match, “I thought our serving and passing broke 
down at times, In the third game when we were 
leading, they picked it up and we backed off.” 

The Huskers, who fell one spot to No. 4 in the 
AVCA rankings, bounced back from their setback 
the following weekend, defeating No. 14 
Pepperdine. 3-0. and No, 11 Arizona, 3-1, in Tucson 
at the Wildcat Classic the following weekend. 

The Huskers posted a season-high 13.0 blocks 
against Pepperdine, Against Arizona, Nebraska 
struggled offensively but made up for it at the service 
line, recording a season-high 15 service aces. NU 
hit .258 over the weekend and held Pepperdine 
and Arizona to a combined .137 at the net. 

With five matches under its belr, NU returned 


to Lincoln for its home-opening weekend and the 








US Bank/Arby’s Classic. The Huskers captured the 
title with three-game wins over No, 22 Santa Clara, 
Alabama and Michigan. NU hit .350 collectively 
against the three opponents, 54 points higher than 
its season average. 


Once again, Nebraska was led by a pair of 


seniors. Pilakowski sparked NU's offensive 
onslaught, as she averaged 4.67 kills per game ona 
A22 hitting percentage over the weekend. 

Holmquist led NU with 2.00 blocks per game 
and broke the Nebraska record for block assists 
with the 503rd of her career against Santa Clara 
Sept. 13. 


The Big l2 Conference Season 

After Nebraska swept Kansas State in its Big 12 
opener Sept. 18, Holmquist achieved another 
historic feat against Texas in NU's second league 
match. Holmquist stuffed the Longhorns cight 
times to become the all-time career total blocks 


leader, passing Stephanie Thater’s school record of 


591 set in 1991, 

“Nebraska is probably the best blocking team 
in the country.” ‘Texas Coach Jerritt Elliott said 
after the match, “and Amber Holmquist is the best 
blocker in Nebraska's history.” 

Following Holmquist’s record-serting week, the 
Huskers cruised to three sweeps of Texas Tech, 
Creighton and Colorado, The win over the Bluejays 
highlighted the stretch, A season-high crowd of 
8.627 was on hand at the Bob Devaney Sports 
Center for the match. The crowd was the NCAAS 
fourth-largest of 2002. 

NU returned to its conference slate with what 
Cook anticipated would be the roughest league 
match of the year—an Oct. 6 trip to College Station 
to face Texas A&M, His guess proved correet. NU 
took game one, 30-26, but A&M bounced back 
and won game two, 30-28. With the second game 
win, Texas A&M snapped NU’s 24-game Big 12 


regular-season winning, streak. 

The Huskers came from behind for a 30-26, 
third-game win, and convolled the entire fourth 
game, as Holmquist and Elmer dominated the net. 
Holmquist finished the night with 13 kills and 
eight blocks, while Elmer had a season-best 10 kills. 

“I think you saw that we were erratic at times 
in games one and two,” Cook said. “This is a tough 
place to play, and | think it cook awhile to adjust 
to thar.” 

The Texas A&M match provided NU with a 
wakeup call, and Nebraska dismantled the rest of | 
the teams on its Big 12 schedule one by one. The 
Huskers won 45 of their next 46 games to conclude 
league play. 

During the stretch, NU secured at least a share 
of their sixth Big 12 tithe with a 3-0 win at Baylor 
Nov. 23. After sweeping Missouri Nov, 27, the 
Huskers finished the conference season in the same 
way in which they started it — with a sweep of 
KSU. 

The match was the last regular-season home 
contest for the four seniors, and they went out in 
style, Holmquist produced 13 block assists to break 
the Big 12 Conference record for block assists in a 
three-game match, Cepero posted 35 assists in 
leading NU toa.331 hitting percentage. Pilakowski 
led both reams with 12 kills, Wischmeier added

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Huskers had few problems taking care of Tennessee- 
Martin in the first round. Elmer led Nebraska with 
11 kills and a .688 hitting percentage. Nebraska 
hit .367 as a team and forced the Skyhawks into a 
minus-.029 percentage, marking the fourth time 
in 2002 that Nebraska had held an opponent to a 
negative hitting percentage. 

lhe following night, NU breezed by Arizona 
State on the strength of a double-double (11 kills, 
12 digs) from Pilakowski The Huskers trailed for 
just one point in the entire match. 

The victory guaranteed NU a spot in the NCAA 
Tournament regional round for the ninth straight 
year. The win also put the Huskers at the 30-win 
mark for the third straight season and the 15th 
time in school history. 

In the regional semifinals Dec. 13, the Huskers 
faced one of the surprise teams of the tournament 
in Miami, which secured a trip to Lincoln by 
upsetting perennial Big Ten powerhouse 
Wisconsin. But the Hurricanes never threatened 
the Huskers. NU beat Miami, 30-18, 30-17, 30- 
22, before a crowd of 4.341 at the NU Coliseum. 

Wischmeier recorded a team-high 14 digs to 
become the all-time Nebraska leader in that 
category, passing Angie Oxley, who tallied 1,086 
from 1997 to 2000. 

The win, coupled with second-ranked Hawaii's 
win over North Carolina in the other regional 
semifinal match in Lincoln, set up the most 
competitive regional final in the country. Nebraska 
entered the match with history on its side, as the 
Huskers had never lost a regional final match in 
Lincoln and had advanced to the past two NCAA 
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semifinals. However, before a sellout crowd of 


4,357, Hawaii overcame the odds. 

The Wahine took game one from NU, 30-25, 
handing the Huskers their first loss in a game at 
home in 2002. Nebraska won game two with a 
hard-fought 30-25 victory. NU got a big 
performance from Schrad, who had five kills in the 
second game. 

In game three, the teams were tied at 24 before 
Lily Kahumoku took over. Kahumoku scored the 
Wahine's final five points, as her eighth kill of the 
game gave Hawaii a 30-27 win. 


At 10-all in game four, NU committed a pair of 


costly errors before Kim Willoughby pounded three 
straight kills to give UH a 15-10 lead, NU got to 
within 20-16 ona kill by Elmer, but Hawaii quickly 
extended the lead to 24-17, and cruised to the 30- 
21 win to punch its ticket to New Orleans. 

Willoughby and Kahumoku recorded 25 kills 
apiece, as Hawaii ended Nebraska's 63-match home 
winning streak. 

Holmquist and Pilakowski shared team-high 
honors with 17 kills each, while Cepero finished 
with 46 assists and 15 digs in her final home match, 
Nebraska hit 203, its lowest team total since Sept. 7. 

Nebraska

was also just Nebraska’s second loss in 39 
postseason matches at the NU Coliseum.

long and impressive. The Huskers held a top-five 
ranking in the AVCA/USA Today Coaches poll all 
16 weeks of the year. The Huskers went 13-1 during 
the regularseason against NCAA Tournamenttcams. 
NU secured its third straight undefeated league 
record, and won its sixth Big 12 title. 

Nebraska was the NCAA team blocks per game 
champion for the third straight season, averaging 
3.79, and the Huskers finished second nationally 
with a .326 hitting percentage. 

The Huskers combined for three AVCA All- 
America awards, nwo Verizon/CoSIDA Academic 
All-America honors, four Verizon CoSIDA Academic 
All-District awards, five All-Big 12 honors and seven 
academic All-Big 12 accolades. 

In their final season, each of the seniors ensured 
that they will be considered among the best at their 
respective positions ever at Nebraska. 

Cepero ended her senior season tied for fourth 
on the all-time charts with 84 career solo blocks, 
and ranks seventh all-time in total blocks (507) and 
third in set assists (3,987). In her three seasons as 
the starting setter, NU compiled a 96-4 record and 
never hit less than .304, ranking among the top 10 
nationally in that category each year, 

In her career, Holmquist broke or tied 17 school 
records, including career total blocks and block 
assists. Holmquist also ranks second on the all-time 
charts with a .396 hitting percentage. 

Pilakowski finished her carcer ranked ninth all- 
time with 1,183 kills and seventh with a .318 career 
hitting percentage, the best mark in school history 
by an outside hitter. She was just the third three- 
time Verizon/CoSIDA Academic All-American in 
school history. 

The 2002 team captain, Wischmeier played in 
133 straight matches and saw action in 436 of a 
possible 438 games during her four years as a 
Husker. Wischmeier tallied 1,111 career digs.

Career Wrapup: 

Greichaly Cepero virtually redefined the setter position with her all-around 
skills and blocking abilicy during her highly decorated career at Nebraska. A 
first-team AVCA All-American in 2000 and 2002 and a second-team pick in 
2001, Cepero was just the second setter in school history to become a three- 
time AVCA All-American. She also earned Big 12 Player-of-the-Year honors 
in 2000 and shared the award with teammates Amber Holmquist and Laura 
Pilakowski in 2002. A Verizon/CoSIDA Academic All-American, Cepero was 
also the 2000 Honda Award winner for volleyball. The best blocking setter in 
NU history, Cepero ended her senior season tied for fourth on the all-time 
charts with 84 career solo blocks, ranked seventh all-time in total blocks 
(507) and third in set assists (3,987). In her three seasons as the starting 
setter, NU compiled a 96-4 record and never hit less chan .300 to rank among 
the top 10 nationally each year.

Career Wrapup: 
Amber Holmquist will be remembered as the best middle blocker in school 
history. A three-time AVCA All-American, Holmquist owns or shares 17 school 
records and eight Big 12 records. Not even half way through her senior season, 
Holmquist broke the NU career total blocks (728) and career block assists 
(646) records set by three-time All-American Stephanie Thater in 1992, 
Holmquist also concluded her career ranked second on the all-time charts with 
a .396 hitting percentage and 11th on the all-time kills chart with 1,122. Asa 
sophomore in 2001, Holmquist crushed three NU single-season blocking 
records, setting new marks with 199 block assists, 220 total blocks and 1.98 
blocks per game.

Laura Pilakowski earned first-team AVCA All-America honors in her first 
season as a starter in 2000, and again in 2002 when she was also named the 
Big 12 Co-Player of the Year. One of the most dynamic and powerful outside 
hitters in Husker history. Pilakowski will also be remembered as one of the 
most efficient. The 2001 Husker Power Female Athlete of the Year, Pilakowski 
finished her career ranked ninth all-time with 1,183 kills and eighth with a 
.318 career hitting percentage — the best mark in school history by an outside 
hitter. She hit a career-best .339 in 2002, including a .351 mark in Big 12 
matches, which ranked sixth in the league. The Huskers’ go-to offensive 
player during the 2000 national title run, Pilakowski led the Huskers with 
4,30 kills per game and a .336 hitting percentage as a sophomore. She pounded 
23 kills to lead NU in the 2000 national championship match. Pilakowski is 
just the third three-time Verizoi;/CoSIDA Academic All-American in school 
history, and she was also a three-time first-team academic All-Big 12 selection.

In four seasons at Nebraska, Lindsay Wischmeier never missed a match while 
competing as a setter her freshman season, a defensive specialist her sophomore 
and junior seasons, and as NU's first-ever libero in her senior season. The 2002 
team captain. she played in 133 straight matches and saw action in 436 of a 
possible 438 games during her four years as. a Husker. Wischmeier tallied 1,111 
career digs, breaking the Nebraska record of 1,086 set by Angie Oxley in 2000, 
Wischmeier is one of just six players to record more than 1,000 digs. 
Wischmeier’s 3.35 digs-per game average in 2002 ranked fourthall-timeac NU, 
and her 345 digs as a senior was the LOth-best single-season mark in school 
history.

Nancy Metcalf, Three-Time AVCA All-American

A bulletin advertising an opening for 
the head volleyball coach's job at 
Nebraska had been discarded in a 
wastebasket in the coaches’ office at 
Louisburg College. Paul Sanderford, 
the first-year head coach of the women's 
basketball team at the North Carolina 
junior college, retrieved the bulletin 
from the wastebasket and handed it to 
Terry Pettit, the school’s head volleyball 
coach. 

Without chatassise from Sanderford, 
Pettit, an aspiring English teacher with 
a background in creative writing and 
poetry as well as coaching, would not 
have known about the opening, If he 
had not known about the opening, he 
would not have applied. And if he had 
not applied and been hired, the history 
of Husker volleyball would have been 
altered dramatically, because he and 
Husker volleyball became one and the 
same, 

Pettit was the Nebraska volleyball 
coach from 1977 ro 1999 ~ all but nwo 
years of the program's first 25 years of 
existence, Pat Sullivan, the Huskers’ 
first volleyball coach, compiled an 83- 
21 record in two seasons of competition 
sanctioned by the Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics for Women. 

Before 1975, Nebraska didn't 
sponsor women’s athletic teams. If 
women wanted to compete, they did 
so on loosely organized and unfunded 
club teams, It had been that way since 


basketball team occasionally competed 
against teams from outside the 
University. 

Basketball was introduced in the university's 
physical education classes for sophomore women 
in 1896, and as was the case with male students, 
class teams competed against each other. 

Nebraska's first All-University women's team 
was organized in 1896 and included the best players 
regardless of class, according to the Nebraska Stare 
Journal. The team never lost, which should not be 
surprising, given how it was chosen and the quality 
of its intramural competition. 

The first women's basketball game played before 
an audience was part of the University’s sixth annual 
gymnasium exhibition in the spring of 1897, 
according to Phyllis Kay Wilke’s “Physical 
Education for Women at Nebraska University, 
1879-1923,” published in Nebraska History in the 
spring of 1975. 

Louise Pound seems to have been the driving 
force in women’s basketball at Nebraska, organizing 
as well as playing on the earliest teams. She was 
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The first Husker volleyball team, coached by Pat Sullivan (far right, 
second row). set the tone for future teams, compiling a 34-8 record 
and advancing to the AIAW regional finals in 1975.

captain of the first team to play against an opponent 
from outside the University in March of 1898. 
Pound. who also was the first All-University tennis 
champion, scored 11 points in a 15-7 victory 
against a team from Council Bluffs, lowa. 

In April of 1901, the university sponsored a 
women's state tournament under Pound's direction 
at Grant Memorial Hall. Nebraska was represented 
by an A team and a B team ina field that included 
teams from the Omaha YWCA, Lincoln High 
School and Wahoo High School. Nebraska's A team 
won the two-day competition and a month later 
won a rematch with the Omaha YWCA in Omaha. 

In November of 1901, Nebraska played a team 
from the University of Missouri at Grant Hall, 
“the first intercollegiate match for girls ever played 
in the west,” according to the Nebraska Stare 
Journal. Missouri was no match for its more 
experienced — and to thar point undefeated — 
opponent, losing 31-4. 

The Nebraska women did noe suffer their first 








defeat until 1904, when they lost to a 
team from the University of Minnesota 
at Minneapolis after opening an 
abbreviated schedule by shutting out a 
team from the Lincoln YWCA. The 
Nebraska avenged =the 
Minnesota loss two weeks later in 
Lincoln. 

The Nebraska women played games 
against the University of Minnesota, 


women 


home-and-home two weeks apart, again 
in March of 1908, losing both, the 
second after a five-minute overtime. 
Before the Minnesota games, 
Nebraska had defeated Nebraska 
Wesleyan to finish what was to be its 





final season with a 1-2 record against 
outside competition. University women 
were allowed to compete in basketball, 
as well as other sports, only in physical 
education classes after April 24, 1908. 

In response to the concerns of 
faculty members, who considered such 
activity inappropriate, the University 
board of regents abolished 
intercollegiate athletics for women. If 
not for the passing of Title IX by 
Congress in 1972, there probably 
would not be women’s intercollegiate 
athletics now. 

Initially, “there wasn't an embracing 
of women’s athletics,” Pettit said. “It’s 
like any civil rights movement almost. 
It’s tolerated, and you have to educate 
the public as to what it means. Today 
if you asked on a ballot if women should 
have the opportunity to compete in 
sports, there would be an 

overwhelming majority of people who 
would support it, But that wasn't the 
case in the 1970s, 

“One of the things that allowed Nebraska to 
be successful was that we jumped in with both 
feet,” Pettit said. “Nebraska decided: “Well, if we're 
going to do this, let's do it well.” Whereas some 
schools were hesitant to get going, Nebraska was 
one of the first to offer scholarships. In any 
endeavor, if you're among the first, that gives you a 
tremendous advantage, and you continue to reap 
the benefits years later.” 

Under Pettit’s direction, volleyball became to 
Husker women’s athletics what football is to the 
Nebraska men’s program. Pertit’s teams advanced 
to the NCAA ‘Tournament semifinals six times. and 
his 1995 team won the national championship, 
defeating Texas in the finals ar Amherst, Mass. 

The 1995 Huskers finished 32-1, with their 
only loss coming against Stanford in the second 
match of the season, Senior Allison Weston was 
the AVCA Co-Player of the Year and among three 
first-team All-Americans from Nebraska. The others 
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Terry Pettit, pictured with former NU assistant 
coach Cathy Noth, led NU to six NCAA final 
fours and the 1995 national title. 


were Christy Johnson and Lisa Reitsma. 

Weston, a middle blocker, earned first-ream 
All-America honors three times, the only Husker 
to do so, But Nebraska consistently has been 
represented on All-America teams since 1980, when 
Terri Kanouse became the Huskers’ first volleyball 
All-American, as selected by the AIAW. 

Three Huskers have earned first- or second- 
team All-America honors from the American 
Volleyball Coaches Association in the same season 
10 times since 1984 most recently in 2002, 
when Amber Holmquist and Greichaly Cepero 
earned first-team honors and Laura Pilakowski was 
named to the second team. 

After the 1999 season. Pettit curned the reigns 
over to his long-time friend and former NU assistant 
coach, John Cook. Cook arrived at Nebraska with 
impressive credentials after building the Wisconsin 
volleyball program into a national power, and he 
wasted no time making his mark at NU, In what 
was supposed to be a transition year, Cook led the 
Huskers to a perfect 34-0 record and the 2000 
NCAA national title. 

The following season, Cook again guided the 
Huskers to the NCAA semifinals, where they lost 
to eventual national champion Stanford. And in 
2002, Cook took the Huskers to the regional final 
match. In three years, Cook has guided Nebraska 
to a 96-4 record, a national championship, two 
NCAA semifinal appearances and three Big 12 
championships. 

The tradition that Cook continues to build 
began in 1978, when Kanouse and Shandi Pettine 
were the first Nebraska volleyball players to be 
recruited with full scholarships. 

By 1981, Pettit could award 12 scholarships. 
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“We had a full complement,” he said. “And 
thar put us ahead of some schools,” 

Those first Nebraska teams included primarily 
in-state athletes. But Kanouse was from Indiana 
and Pettine was from Colorado, evidence not only 
of Pettit’s interest in expanding the Huskers’ 
recruiting base, but also of the respect his program 
was carning beyond the state's borders, 

Fiona Nepo, one of only seven setters in NCAA 
history to earn All-America certificates three times 
came from Honolulu, Hawaii. 

Karen Dahlgren, an All-American in 1985 and 
1986, and Lynae Loseke, whose career was cut 
short by a knee injury, walked on, another clement 
of the volleyball program's consistent success shared 
by the football program. “We don't have 50 walk- 
ons, but if we can get one good one a year, it pays 
off,” Pettit said. 

The 1981 and 1982 recruits, which included 
Cathy Noth (from Iowa) and Mary Buysse (from 
Minnesota), gave the Huskers “ovo really good 
classes in a row,” Pettit said, And, except for 
Dahlgren, who redshirted, they helped get Nebraska 
into the NCAA Tournament for the first time. 

The Huskers had qualified for the AIAW 
National Tournament in 1978 at Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
bur “there was no excitement because nobody here 
got to sce the matches, Pettit said. 

That changed in 1982, when Nebraska deteated 
a Penn State team coached by Russ Rose (Pettir’s 
assistant in 1977) in the NCAA Tournament’s first 
round before a large and enthusiastic crowd at the 
NU Coliseum. 

“That was a dramatic step for the program,” 
Pettit said. “It was the first time we really had an 
opportunity to marker something. | don't think 
anything changes the perception of an athletic 
program like hosting an NCAA event. From then 
on, we were always playing, always hosting.” 

The Huskers have qualified for 19 consecutive 
NCAA ‘Tournaments, which “may be our biggest 
achievement is the consistency, 
We're always very competitive,” 
Peuit said. 

Nebraska reached the NCAA 
finals for the first time in 1986, 
Dahlgren’s senior season, 
defeating Stanford in the 
semifinals but losing to Pacific on 
its home court in Stockton, Calif. 

Three seasons later, the 
persistent Huskers were back in 
the NCAA title march, losing to 
Long Beach State (after deteating 
UCLA) at Honolulu, Hawaii. 
Pettic realized then that his 
program had progressed to a 
point where winning the national 
championship was a realistic 
goal. 

Several 


other — factors 





contributed to the success of the Nebraska 
volleyball program, including the Coliseum, which 
was refurbished and reconfigured specifically as a 
volleyball facility in 1993. 

The intimacy of the Coliseum is a significant 
factor in fan support, which has kept Nebra 
among the nation’s leaders in attendance. The 
Huskers set an NCAA regular-season attendance 
record in 2000, when 12,504 fans attended 
Nebraska's match against Colorado Noy. 4 at the 
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Bob Devaney Sports Center. 

The Coliseum, however, is Nebraska's home. 

“| believe it is a major reason for interest,” Pettit 
said, “People like the building. They like watching 
events here,” Pectic said. “It's an intimate facility. 
It's a collegiate facility. You walk into the big 
fieldhouses, and you could be anywhere in the 
country.” 

Fans also know what to expect from the Husker 
teams that play there. 

“They know what type of effort they're going 
to see,” Pettit said. “The fans are only 10 or 15 feet 
removed from the playing court, so they can tell 
whether or not there's enthusiasm, whether or not 
people (the athletes) are communicating. That's 
what they really come to see. It certainly helps that 
Nebraska wins. The winning gets you there the 
first time. But you can't have a great enterprise, 
whether it be a business or an athletic team, unless 
you have an identity. 

“People have that feeling about Nebraska 
volleyball. They know exactly what it is. They know 
what type of athlete is on the court. They know 
the style of play. They know the effort. They know 
the consistency. They know that she’s a good 
student. And they know that she’s a solid citizen 
when she goes on to her career after volleyball.” 

Ihe attraction wasn’t immediate. Though the 
program has been successful from the beginning, it 
experienced some lean times as far as interest and 


support,

She also carned Big, 12 Player- 
of-the-Year honors in 2000 and shared the award with 
teammates Amber Holmquist and Laura Pilakowski in 
2002. A Verizon/CoSIDA Academic All-American, 
Cepero was also the 2000 Honda Award winner for 
volleyball.

The 2001 
Husker Power Female Athlete of the Year, Pilakowski 
finished her career ranked ninth all-time with 1,183 
kills and eighth with a .318 career hitting percentage, 
the best mark in school history by an outside hitter, 
The Huskers’ go-to offensive player during the 2000 
national title run, Pilakowski led the Huskers with 
4.30 kills per game and a 336 hitting percentage as a 
sophomore. She pounded 23 kills to lead NU in the 
2000 national championship match. Pilakowski is just 
the third three-time VerizonfCoSIDA Academic All-

Jenny Kropp was named an 
AVCA Second-Team All- 
American after dominating 
opponents at the net in 2001 
with 1.73 blocks per game and 
180 coral blocks.
